1 . In view of the amendment of April 24, 2006, previous objection on claim 12 and 
previous 102(b) rejection on claim 1 over Sakurai et al (JP'693) are hereby withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fleming et al 
(Chemical Abstract 1982:562257 - abstract for "Cycloelimination of p-silylethyl 
sulfoxides: alkene, alkyne, and vinylsilane-forming reactions", Journal of the chemical 
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Society, Perkin Transactions 1: Organic and bio-Organic Chemistry (1982), vol.7, 
pg.1 563-9). 

Fleming teaches phenylmethyl ester of 2-[(trimethylsilyl)methyl]-2-propenoic acid 
.which structure is shown on the second page of the enclosed Chemical Abstract, and 
this compound teaches present compound of formula (1) of claim 1 (present R 1 being - 
CH 2 -Ph which is a monovalent organic group). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-10, 12, 13, 15-18 are allowed. Fleming et al does not teach or suggest 
present compound of formula (2)-(4) of claims 2-4 and claim 12 or the synthesis method 
of present claim 5. Fleming does not teach or suggest present polymer of claim 6.
